Paper is made are for no other uſe except 
jor Candles which are far better and more profitable made of Cotton Tow 
and Ruſhes, and the Rags whereof the grofe Paper is made, is good for no- © 
thing elſe, and gathered by the P oor through the Streets and Dung-Hills, 

3 That a great Number of Indigent People haye their Maintainance by ga. 
thering up of Rags from the Dung-Hil, and if the ManufaQory be ſoccalifal 
as it cannot probably miſgive itthe foreſaid Encouragement begiven, there 
will not be the leaſt bir of old Linnen, Harn, or Hemp Rag, but what 
may be improven, and a great many Poor People uncapable of other Work, 
may be imployed in this through the whole Kingdom, And in. proces. of 
time it is not doubted the Water being alle pure as in other places, Bur 
that the Work may be brought gradually to full perfe&tion, which may be 
ceaſonably believed by the degrees they haye already brought it to, as ap- 
pears by the Specimen of ſeyeral forts of Paper, which they have in good 
»antities in their Ware-Houles, and Sample whereof they herewith produce.

dering that this ManufaQtory requires no Forreign Product, aud that the 
ſame is an Improvement of ths Dung-Hill, being of Rags ard Old 

Cloaths ordinarly thrown ro the Dung-Hill. Wherefore His Majeſty with 

Advice and Conſent of the Eſtates of Parliament for the Encouragement of 

the ſaid Manuſaftory do hereby, Impoſe and Lay On, the Sum of T <2enty 

Shillings Scots ©MHeney of Additional. Duty upon each Rim of Paper Import. 

ed after the firſt Day of Jaxuary next to come, reſerving to Miltreſs 17. 

der/an the Benefic of her Gift as Kings-Printer, as accords She no ways 

Selling nor Excambing Imported Paper, under the Penalty of fve Flundred 

Merks for Vk Tranſgrefſion. And ordains the Farmers ColleRors, and 

other Officers in and about the Cuſtoms duely, and fully to Exa®t the ſame, 

without any Abatement or any manner of Collufion whatſoeycr, Certify. 
ingthemif they doin the contrary, er ſuffer the ſame to be Imported, with-« 
out paying the full Duty Impoſed by former Laws and this preſent AR, 
or taking the full Duty for a part, and paſſing the reſt free of Duty, or 
do or omit any thing whereby this Law may be eluded ; They ſhall be for 
ever incapable of all publick Truſt, and otherways Fined and Puniſhed as the 

Judge who ſhall convict. them ſhall think reaſonable. Likeas for a further 

Encouragement to the ſaid Manufactory, His Majeſty with Advice and 

Conſent toreſaid, peremptorly Prohibites and Diſcharges all Candle- Makers 

and others co make Candle of Linnen-Raps, under the Penalty of fue hun- 

dred eMerks teties quottes, to be payed by the Tranſpreſſours, the one 

half tothe Diſcoverer, and ether forthe uſe of the ſaid ManufaQtory, and 

turder impowering the ſaid Company to reclaim and retain their Servants 

in the ſame manneras is allowed to the ManufaQtory at New-Aflys. As 

alſo His Majeſty with Advice and Conſent foreſaid Prohibites and Dif- 

charges all Perſons whatſoever to Export out ofthe Kingdom, any Linnen- 

Rags under rhe penalty foreſaid, and Confiſcation of the Ship or Veſhel 

that ſhall Export the fame; And declares that the Tranſgreſſours may be 

Purſued before any Judge whatſoyer, and be ſummarly determined even u- 

pona verbal Complaint, and that the Fines and Puniſhments ſhall be exa- 

Cted and inflited without Abatement or Mitigation. 
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
